Extract of a letter from a gentleman in the}Wes- 
tern country to a friend in Richmond, 

“ You wish to know whether those who 
have failed in the Northern States, and emi- 
grated to this country, particularly those 
who have taken the benefit of the Insolvent 
law in their native Sta, are ever troubled 
by their old creditors? E will not say all ave, 
but as far as my knowledge extends, four 
out of five are; and thatrery s¢riously,— 
To give you amore correct idea, I will re- 
late a case that came partly within my own 
knowledge. 

Mr. N. 8. of Pennsylvania, failed in the 
year 1817, was unable to obtain a release 
from his creditors, conseque: Uy had to take 
the benefit of the Insolvent law; then thro’ 
his friends, raised a lite moncy and came 
with his farnily (which consisted of his wife 
and five children) to this country; he then 
proceeded as emigtants withuut funds ge- 
nerally do—setled en government land, or 
rather stopt on it, aml commenced building 
a cabin; no trifling pb to a man unaccus- 
toed to labor. The wagyon was substi- 
tuted for a dwelling, while this was done. 
Before the cabin was completed, the last dol- 
lar of his money was consumed. At this 
point, my dear sir, I wish you to reflect a 
moment, and place yourself in his situation, 
in a distant and strange land, not a human 
being within several miles; with an amia- 
ble wife who had been tenderly brought up, 
accustomed to move only in the genteel 
circles of life, with five interesting children, 
all looking up to you for support and pro- 
tection, and you looking round and seeing 
nothing but hunger and distress staring you 
in the face at every point. 

However, Mr. B. bore up under it like a 
true philosopher ; he would leave his fami- 
ly in the morning a litte before day, and 
walk 5, 6 or 7 miles, as the case might be, 
and engage in day labour, for which he ob- 
tained good wages, labour at that time be- 
ing in demand, carrying with him bis gun, 
by which he was enabled, generally, to pro- 
cure some game, on which his family for 
the most part lived. In this way by the 
dint of industry and perseverance, in about 
18 months he had a tolereble stock of cattle, 
hogs, &c. with a few acres of corn nearly 
ready to pull, which altogether justified him 
with a hope that in a little time he would 
enjoy some of the comforts of life; but, poor 
man, he was not permitted long to indulge 
in this hope, for while be was. struggling 
against misfortune, atthe expense of great 
privation and peril, his remorseless credi- 
tors had an ayent employed to watch over 
him, as a hawk would over its prey, and as 
soon as it was thought he had enough ga- 
thered together, he was directed to muke 
anattack, which he did—suit was consmenc- 
ed, he being unable to vive security, an exe- 
cution Was soon obtained, which swept all 
from him, even to the lithe household lurni- 
ture, the whole being sold for cash, brought 
but litle more than paid the cost and char- 
ges. This was immediately followed by 
another execution ; there being no proper- 
ty, they seized upon the body and carried 
it to prison; the morning this took place, 
a scene was exhibited, which I wiil not 
pretend to deseribe, but only observe, that 
I think a heart of adainant would have melt- 
ed into sorrow: nay, I think the angel of 
mercy would have hid her face in the bo- 
som of pity. The next day his wife and two 
children were taken sick ; those facts being 
represented, he was liberated upon enter- 
ing into an arrangement, which made him 
liable to be remanded back to prison at 
any moment. In a few days the eldest 
child died; the father made application to 
a joiner for a coffin; the joiner having a 
previous knowledge of his circumstances, 
asked if le had the money to pay for it.— 
Being answered no, the joiner informed he 
could not make it. Mr. B. then procured 
a few low priced boards, some nails and a 
hammer, and made the coffin, or rather the 
box, himself, and brought itthome; he had 
then three miles to go to borrow a spade to 
dig the grave, his own-having been sold a 
few days before by the sheriff. Was thisa 
solitary Case, it would not be so bud; but 
unfortunately they are of frequent occur- 
rence. It is a fact, that many leave this 
country, and return to their native state, on 
that very account, and many more would 
go if they were able.”

FRANCE,

Accounts from brankiort say, that the 
Greck Conyrcss at ‘Ltipolizza intend to 
procham a bederative Republic, having at 
ts head as President, Prince Demetrius 
Ypouanti. Six states, it is added, are to 
form the Republic, namely, the Morea, Li- 
vadiay Phessaly, Macevoma, Epirus and the 
Islands.

Untied wrongs, their minds have become 
so debased, and them manners brutalized by 
Vurkish despotism, that their atvocities in 
several instances, lave equalled those of the 
Vurks. A dreadful massacre took place at 
Navarim, after the town had capitulated. — 
Some of the inhabitants were cut lo pieces, 
others burnt, and several hundreds carried 
toa barren rock aud starved to death. 

‘Tripolizza also surrendered under treat- 
ment equally terocious; and when the Jew- 
ish nation offered to buy their lives, it was 
stated, as a retribution for the indignities 
offered to the Patiiarch, their fate was decid- 
ed on, and every soul was to be crucified. 
By one common consent the whole of the 
people assembled together, and resolved to 
destroy themselves by poison, which was 
carried into effect on the spot. 

The ditlerences beaween Demetrius Yp- 
silanti, the Senate, and Military Chiefs, con- 
unue. The latter are all inclined to recog- 
mize as Archistrategas the brave conqueror 
of Tripohzza, whose heroic courage is ge- 
nerally aduured. The choice must, bow- 
ever, be made ina general assembly, which 
wil speedily be conveked.
